Members of the Arctic club here 
are surprised at the report of the 
murder of H. V. Radford, of New 
York, and George Street, of Ot-e 
tawa, by Eskimos. It would be 
one of the first Instances of dis- 
play of savagery among the Eskl- 
mos, they say. A letter written by 
Radford on June 6th, 1912, the 
day he Is said to have been killed, 
wa3 received yestorday. The let- 
ter was forwarded from Bathurst 
Inlet by the>same Eskimo chief 
who brought the news of alleged 
murder of the two white men to 
the North West Mounted Police. 
In his letter Radford announc- 
ed that he and Street were start=- 
Ing for the MacKenzie delta. 


Harry Radford, the explorer, whose 
death at the hands of the Eskimos is 
reported in_the telegraphic despatches, 
was well known. in Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta. He outfitted in this 
city for his first two trips into the

An eye witness says that when the 
machine turned over it seemed to 
flounder helplessly, but that when 
within about 100 feet of the ground 
tlie pilot got his engine started again, 
planed up a short distance and then 
descended in a very steep spiral vol- 
plane, 

After landing Kent appeared much 
stiaken, and remarked: ‘I thought I 

_ Was gone for that Ume,'’ but he soon 
_ recovered from the shock, and after 
his engine had been alltended to, re- 
sumed iis flight, 
Many Aro Killed. 

Berlin, Sept. 10—The German air- 
ship LI. was destroyed last evening :n 
a hurricane eight miles north of Helgo- 
land. 

Torpedo boats were” immediately 
despatched to the scene and rescued 
six of the crew. Sixteen others are 
missing, and it is certain they perish- 
ed; as- the airship sank quickly in the 
héavy seas, 

Among those who lost their lives 
were Captain Metzing, commander of 
the wrecked airship, and Baron Von 
Aaltzahn. 

‘According to later-reports seven of 
the crew were rescued and 15 men 
perished... The airship remained affoat 
for not more than an hour. The hur- 
ricane came or so suddenly that it 
was inmypossihle for the commander to 
reach a landing. 

The: airship was engaged in recon- 
naisance work in connection with the 
torpedo boat manoeuvres. She was 
equipped for a 30-hours cruise, and 
was on a full war footing and observ- 
ing the conditions of actual warfare. + 

The airship kept at a height of be- 
tween 4,200 and 5,000 feet. ‘The-cold 
atmosphere caused a heavy loss of the 
gas and, as she was overloaded, | the 
airship had already become uhmanage- 
able when the storm struck it suddenly 
from the north. When the crew saw 
danger approaching, a wireless mes- 
sase was sent asking for help-and in- 
Gicating the intention of landing on the 
walter behind Holgoland, The torpedo 
boats *rushed to the assistance of the 
airship, but observed the signal, "Cast 
out entire water balast,’ the airship, 
however, failed to respond and fell 
swiftly to the sea. 

Most of the oflcers remained in the 
cabins, not expecting a catastrophe, 
and they were crushed under the 
Weight of the craft and drowned, Oth- 
ers in the gondolas jumped into the 
water and were rescued. Ss

On his way to the automobile, Thaw 
shouted at the top of his voice that he 
was being kidnapped, and immigration 
officers. sought to sujet him with as- 
Surances that such was not the case. 

The suddenness of the manoeuvre, 
took both Thaw and his counsel entire- 
ly by surprise, 

The destination of the automobile, 
save that it was some place in Ver- 
mont, Just over the border, was un- 
known to any person except its pas- 
sengers. It was reported that Thaw 
would be taken to Norton Mills. Hector 
Verrett, of counsel representing New 
York State, in the fight to have Thaw 
brought back to Matteawan, sald that 
heidld not think that William Travers 
Jerome, commander in chief of the 
New York lega! forces, was at Norton’s 
Mills. Verrett added that nobody knew 
that Thaw was to be taken so sudden- 
ly to Vermont. 

Armed with written orders to de- 
port Thaw, Issued by Hon. €. J. Doh- 
erty, acting mimister of the Interior at 
Otlawa, E. Blake Robertson, assistant 
superintendent of immigration, came 
umheralded to Coaticooke last night. 
He told no one of his plans except 
subordinates necessary to ald én exe- 
cuting them and 4wo Dominion police- 
mon. 

Accompanied py subordinates and 
two policemen, Robertson went to 
Thaw’s quarters in the detention pen, 
shortly hefore 8 o'clock this morning. 
They fourd Thaw fed and dressed, and 
about to start on what he calls his 
day's work. Robertson, as spokesmen 
of the group, told Thaw that he had 
orders to deport him to Vermont. 

Thaw could not have been more sur- 
prised had he been told that he was 
set free. Before Thaw could reply, 
Robertson ordered him to get ready at 
once for the trip, adding that an auto- 
mobile was wailing for the dash to the 
horder. . Thaw's surprise changed to 
‘fury ina moment.” He refused to go, 
and picking up @ bottle, hurled ff at 
Robertson. The missile went wide of 
its mark, crashed through a window 
and -broke- on the - roadway outside. 
Robertson and his men seized the 
prisener and foroily ejected hin from 
tha room. . 

Picked Up by Reporters. 


Goaticook,” Sept. 410.—Marry Kk:

Raced Across Vermont, 

Beaver Falls, Vt., Sept. 10—Racing 
across the top of Vermont in an auto 
with two newspaper correspondents, 
Harry K. Thaw crossed the Connecti- 
cut river at 10.40 am. today, and 
stopped for a while at West Stewarts- 
town, in the state of New Hampshire. 

On reaching Norton Mills, Vt., where 
he had been taken by the Dominion {m- 
migration officials, Thaw had entered 
the correspondents’ auto and proceed- 
ed to Averill, a small country village, 
where he had breakfast. 

Engaging another car to Matteawan 
the fugitive and correspondents passed 
through Canaan, and then crossed the 
river Into New Hampshire. 

Thaw’s haste to leave Vermont was 
probably due to his knowledge that @ 
Warrant for his arrest was awaiting 
service in the state. 

Thaw had no plans for the future. 
His deportation was a complete sur- 
prise to him and he was at a great 
state of excitement during his flight 
across the northern part of Vermont. 
Up to the time he crossed the Con- 
necticut river, no step to interfere with 
his flight was teken, and he believed 
the Vermont and New Hampshire au- 
thorities had not been informed of his 
removal from Canada. Y 

Thaw knew his route perfeotly, ap- 
parently having studied it in detail be- 
fore leaving Matteawan. The last 
heard from him here he was returning 
south by the same road he took when 
he fled towards Canada. 

Absolutely Free In Averill. 

Averill, Vermont, Sept. 10—Thaw 
arrived here at 9 am. He had been 
released by the Canadfan immigration 
authorities. When his automobile 
crossed’ the Vermont line at Norton 
Mills, four miles away, he was an ab- 
solutely free man as nobody represent- 
ing the State of New York or the State 
of Vermont was on-hand to take him. 

At Norton Mills, Thaw left the auto- 
mobile of the Canadian immigration 
authorities and climbed in the car of 
several newspaper correspondents who 
had accompanied him and made the 
Journey here in their company. He 
said that his sudden departure was 2 
surprise and that his plans were all in 
the air. 

Thaw was a very much astonished 
man when the Canadian immigration 
oMcials told him at Norton Mills he 
was free to go wherever he liked. He 
sot out of the Canadian automobile and 
stood gazing helplessly around when 
the newspaper men, who had followed, 
offered him room in their car. He 
gladly accepted the offer. : 

“This thing has been such a-sur- 
prise to me," he said, ‘that I don’t 
know yet what I shall do." 

“No Attempt At Arrest.

Sues Thaw’s Mother. 

New York, Sept. 10—John B. Glea- 
son, one of the lawyers who defended 
Harry Thaw for the killing of Stanford 
White, yesterday filed in the federal 
court a suit against Mrs. Mary Thaw, 
mother of his former client, in which 
he asks judgments for 253,000 with in- 
terest since June, 1907. 

In the complaint Gleason tells . of 
having been retained by Thaw as 
counsel in 1906, and alleges that Mrs. 
Thaw agreed to pay in her own behalf 
a part of her son's defense Gleason 
says that he performed services worth 
$80,000 and made disbursements of 
S40 4115, and states that he received

SUMMER RESORT 
SWEPT BY FIRE 


Six Hotels and Many Cottages

TODAY WE CELEBRATE ! 


CENTENARY OF PERRY’S 
VICTORY ON LAKE ERIE, 

Other things being equal, the go of 
battle {s on the side of the strongest 
armament. 

It was sv 100 years ago today, when 
nine vessels flying the American flag 
put out from Put-in-Bay into Lake 
Erie, there to engage in naval combat 
with the squadron of England. 

The American fleet, commanded by 
Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, was 
composed of nine ships. The British, 
led by Captain Rebert H. Barolay, 8 
veteran who had fought under Nelson, 
had six vessels. In total tonnage, the 
Americans overmatched the English as 
eight to seven, tenes 

~In the matter of men, the Americans 
had 532 and the English 450, While 
Perry's force was unmeriocally superior, 
many of them were green Kentuckians 
who had never fought on the water 
Englishmen were experienced sailors; 

In armament, most important of all, 
pefore, while practically! all of the 
the English had 63 guns and the Ameri- 
cans 54. The American guns were vast- 
ly superior, however, for Perry's broad- 
sides threw at close range 950 pounds, 
against 450 of the British. At long 
range the Americans could throw 205, 
against 195 of the English. 

It was this superiority in armament 
that enabled Perry to write, “‘We have 
mét the enemy and they are ours.” 

In the early part of the battle the 
English gunners were much more pro- 
ficient than the Americans, -and the 
deadly accuracy. of the former turned 
the -Lawrence into .a shambles, Perry, 
went to: another vessel, and: continued 
the battle. /Exeept :for the; dogged: de- 
termination and obstinacy. of. Perry, tho 
centenary of the battle of: Lake Erie 
would-be celebrated today an the Gan- 
adian side of the lakes, instead of the 
American side. Barclay was no less 
gallant, and was twice severely wound- 
ed during the engagement, 

The battle of Lake’ Erie is historic and 
worthy of commemoration because it 
marked the end of naval warfare on the 
Great Lakes and was a herald of the 
century of peace between the English- 
speaking peoples. : 

It_was the first time an entire Eng- 
lish fleet had been captured or des- 
troyed by the enemy. Indeed, the naval 
history of the Nvots (furnished no pre- 
cedent for so comps? a‘victory, a- 
ihonsh the feat has since been repeated 
at Sanitago.: : 

In addition to the centenary celebra- 
tion on Lake Erie, Perry's memory will 
be honored ‘today at Newporf, R. I. 
he gallant Commagore was a native of 
“Little Rhody,” and the son of a naval 
officer. His mother, an Irishwoman, 
of unusual attainments, had charge of 
the early ‘education of her son, and 
those who knew her always spoke o1 
the, battle of Lake Erie as ‘Mrs, Perry's 
victory.”

Although the battle of Lake Erie 
fought a century ago today, resulte 
in a decisive victory for the Americans, 
and the tidings of if brought sorrow 
and sadness to loyal Canadian hearts, 
the vanquished as well as the victor 
deserve thelr share of praise, Captain 
Robert H. Barclay, the cOmmander of 
the English fleet, fought valorsusly 
against heavy odds, and for a time in 
the early stages of the engagem2t he 
outwitted and outgeneraled the gallant 
Perry. Barclay -wasra veteran who kad 
fought with Nelson at Trafalgar. When 
he came to Canad» to take charge of 
the fleet on Lake Erie his body bore 
many scars that were the marks of a 
brave and glorious past. One of his 
sleeves hung empty. During the bat- 
tle of Lake Erie he was twice wound- 
ed, once in the thigh and once in the 
shoulder, injuring his one remaining 
arm. The commanders of all the Brit- 
ish vessols, with the exception uf the 
Little Bélt, were killed or wounded—a 
suMcient commentary on the gallantry 
of the oMcers who so bravely fought 
the six ships of England in the unequal 
contest against the nine vessels flying 
the American flag. 

Lord Leopold Guy Francis Maynard 
Greville Brooke, who came to Ganada 
this year as aide-de-camp to the in- 
sneeler-general of overseas forces, was 
born $1 years ago today, the eldest 
son of the fifth Earl of Warwick. Lord 
Brooke has had a_ brilliant military 
career, He was only 18 when he 
saw his first active service in South 
Africa.

Five of Them Are Killed and 
Twenty Others Are Wounded 
in Fracas, 


London, Sept. 10.—News of a san. 
guinary affray participated in. by Tur- 
kish officers has reached the Vien- 
na ‘Neu Freie Presse” in a despatch 
received from one of its correspon- 
dents at Adrianople. The fracas is de- 
soribed as having taken place on the 
first day of the festival Pairam Izzet. 

War minister Haji Adjil Pasha, with 
a humber of governors and generals, 
were wailing in the palace to receive 
the festal congratulations. Enver Bey 
congratulated all except an adherent of 
General Ahmed, Abuk Pasba, who mur- 
dered Gommander Nazim Pasha Pus- 
hid Masha. 

Those present made endeavors at re- 
conciliation, but Enver refused, where- 
upon Abuk made use of abusive ian- 
guage, Enver retaliated in like vein. 
whereupon Abuk drew his revolver and 
fired, wounding Enver in the arm, 

Immediately the fracas became gen- 
eral and in the melee which’ followed 
five officers were killed and 20 
wounded, 

The government has wired instruc- 
tions to arrest Abuk, whose officers 
fired on the officers of the committer 
of union and progress.

For Independent Audit. 

“In view of all the olrcumstanceg, I 
am foroed to the conclusion that It is 
desirable, and necessary, in the inter- 
ests of the offy, an independent audit 
be made of the books and accounts for 
say the past three years, in addition to 
the ourrent year; and the same {[s re- 
commended for your consideration. It 
fs not fmprobable that the audit here 
recommended, {f carried into effect. 
niay discover the necessity of going still 
further back than the year 1910. 

“With regard to the work © of the 
audit department, this 1s found to be 
sevezal months jn arrears. The de- 
partment {s understaffed, and in order 
to bring the work up to date, {t Je re- 
commended that the present staff of 
two assistants be Immediately {noroas- 
ed, temporarily to ten, With that num- 
bev, {t Js hoped the audits may be 
brought up to date by the 8ist of De- 
comber, and that {t may then be pos- 
gsble with a permanent staff of five ag- 
alstante, to completo all audits month- 
ly."

Before the Bar association in Montreal, Viscount Haldane, in setting out the premises 
from which he proceeded to describe the genesis and functions of the law, said: * The law 
has grown through the influence of the opinion of society guided by its skilled advisers. 

This, in a paragraph, is the contention of the Rooseveltian philosophy, in support of 
which four million people voted in United States at the last election, a philosophy w hich 
they expressed by contending that, in effect, law is public opinion moulded into a statute. 

Taft, who opposes the Rooseveltian philosophy, contends that the sense of justice, 
morality, honesty, etc., must be safeguarded by something more stable than a plebiscite. 

But if Haldane is right when he says that law is the opinion of society, full grown, 
as it were, and given direction by skilled advisers, then Roosevelt and his four million 
followers must have been right when they contended that a judgment which goes counter to 
public opinion should be subject to revision by public opinion, and Taft must be wrong when 
he contends that the public opinion which primarily dictates all law and all standards of mor- 
ality, justice and honesty is not a sufficient safeguard. 

These two different opinions held by such eminent legal luminaries as Haldane and 


Taft might easily lead one to doubt the exactness of the logic of the law, as quite evidently 


| 


the two cannot be reconciled. But their whereforeness is easily explainable by the applica- 
tion of a homely counterpart to show how the human mind, even though it be the mind of a 
great legal authority, is constructed to believe the things it wants to believe. 

Two men may sit side by side, in the bleachers at a ball game. One may see the ball 
reach first base ahead of the runner; the other may see the runner safe. Both are quite 
positive they are right—but both were looking at the same thing at precisely the same 
time from the same place. Usually, however, their mental and optical illusion is to be 
accounted for by the fact that the two men come from different towns. Their sympathies 
are different. 

The case of Haldane and Taft is precisely the same. They are from different camps. 
The diametrically opposite premises advanced by Haldane and Taft with their opposite ulti- 
mate conclusion to which they naturally lead may be accounted for by the fact that Hal- 
dane holds a piace high in the councils of a liberal and progressive government in his own 
country, while Taft is the personification and forefront of conservatism in his. The high 
estate to which they have risen does not relieve them of the circumstance that they are 
fatently human in their mental characteristics. They see the same thing differently.

SITE IS CHOSEN 


Bug Ground Is Sltuated in 
- Heart of ae Industrial 
eS: 


The council approved last night the 
recommendations of the public works 
committee that ‘block 3, Beechmount, 
be set apart for cemetery purposes. 
This scheme did not meet with the un- 
animous approval of the members of 
council, but on motion of Livingstone 
and Smith the scheme was adopled. 
Aldermen Walsh, Calder and Douglas 
voled for the adoption of the report 
and Aldermen East, May and Driscoll 
opposed it, : 

Owing to the gveat amount of senti- 
ment In connection with the burying 
of the dead, said Alderman Driscoll, 
{till be an awful pity if we have not 
enough respeot to purchase a suitable 
location fora cemetery. He referred 
to the respeot paid by our neighbors to 
the south every yearon Decoration day 
when they decorate the graves of their 
friends. Me question of distance he 
did nol think should be oonsidered in 
this connection. 

Alderman Livingstone stated that the 
lot suggested would be amply large for 
many years to come, and he did not be- 
lieve in the city spending money. for 
sentiment, The proposed site, he said, 
is situated in the heart of the indus- 
trial sites, Where it cannot possibly af- 
fect residential distriets. He also urg- 
ed the need for immediate action, as 
even now there is not room to bury the 
dead, 

Alderman East took the view thal 
provision should be made now. for a 
larger piece of ground suitable for the 
needs of the city for a long time — to 
come. He considered it a ‘fatal mis- 
lake to have little cemeteries all over 
the city, 

Alderman Smith spoke in favor of 
several smaller “cemeteries, as under 
existing conditions, if only one ceme- 
tery is chosen, away oulside the city, 
it would take rich men to pay the ex- 
penses of the funerals,
